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ERROL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT  -  1984 


The  Errol  Public  Library,  our  librarian  and  the  trustees 
wish  to  thank  all  patrons  of  the  library.   Our  circulation  has 
grown  incredibly  because  of  you.   We  wish  to  thank  publically 
the  Media  Mobile  for  its  service  to  the  Errol  area  and  the  li- 
brary, and  the  Colebrook  Public  Library  for  introducing  us  to 
their  lending  program  which  adds  50  -  100  books  to  our  library 
for  a  two  to  three  month  period.   Our  thanks  to  all  who  donated 
to  our  permanent  collection.   A  special  thanks  to  the  Kronks 
for  their  wreath  and  the  4-H  club  for  the  beautiful  window 
box  flowers. 

We  have  been  working  hard  to  expand  our  own  collection 
through  our  book  budget  and  fund  raising  proceeds  designated 
for  books.   We  have  added  to  our  reference  materials,  classics 
(adult  and  juniors),  series  literature  (adult  and  junior),  and 
special  childrens  books  including  some  which  were  used  in  the 
Reading  Rainbow  program  at  the  school.   Our  buying  power  has 
increased  through  the  use  of  the  Colebrook  Public  Library  book- 
buyer  plan.   This  allows  us  to  buy  most  books  at  a  35  -  39%  dis- 
count.  A  great  bonus  as  we  try  to  update  certain  areas  of  our 
collection. 

We  had  a  summer  reading  program  which  consisted  of  story 
time  for  preschoolers  and  a  challenge  to  young  readers  to  read 
books  for  one  month.   A  book  talk  was  held  in  late  August  and 
all  participants  were  asked  to  discuss  their  books.   A  prize 
of  $2.00  was  given  to  each  reader.   During  the  school  year  we 
have  sponsored  a  bookmark  contest.   Many  fine  bookmarks  were 
produced  by  children  in  Mrs.  Ham's  room.   All  will  be  printed 
and  a  thank  you  is  coming.   We  welcome  all  readers  to  watch  for 
new  books,  challenges,  and  programs  in  1985. 

Our  plans  for  1985  are  important.   We  will  be  painting  the 
outside  of  the  building  with  paints  already  purchased.   Many 
thanks  to  the  scrapers  who  gave  their  energy.   We  will  be  in- 
sulating the  ceiling  in  the  library  to  add  warmth.   We  are  plan- 
ning to  build  new  front  steps  for  the  library.   Also,  we  are 
considering  updating  the  type  of  burner  to  increase  the  effic- 
iency of  the  furnace.   We  will  be  cataloging  our  books  in  the 
next  few  months  and  using  new  card  catalogs.   The  largest  ex- 
pense for  the  library  this  year  and  most  valuable  is  a  new  set 
of  encyclopedias.   This  is  reflected  in  our  book  budget.   The 
current  set  is  very  old  and  not  effective  for  reference. 

In  closing  we  welcome  you  to  come  to  your  library  and  enjoy 
all  the  services  which  we  have,  as  well  as  new  ones  we  hope  to 
add.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our 
State  Legislature  90  years  ago.   This  early  law  set  in  place  a 
cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  be- 
tween city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.   It  sim- 
ply stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground 
is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city 
Forest  Fire  Warden.   This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling 
a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  dam- 
age caused  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that 
it  has  remained  unchanged.   All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.   Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when 
one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression 
costs  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  sig- 
nificantly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss 
record.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Errol  School  District: 


The  1983-84  school  year  was  the  year  of  decision  for  the 
people  of  Errol.   The  people  met  that  challenge  and  made  their 
decision.   That  decision  was  to  maintain  a  community  school 
encompassing  grades  K  -  8  for  the  foreseeable  future.   What  that 
community  school  will  be  in  the  future  now  remains  to  be  decided. 


SCHOOL  WARRANT 

The  school  warrant  for  the  1985-86  school  year  contains 
only  one  article  which  needs  explanation.   Article  9  which  ap- 
pears on  your  warrant  asks  for  voter  approval  to  enter  into  a 
three  year  transportation  contract  for  children  in  grades  1-8. 
We  anticipate  there  will  be  14  -  16  such  children  in  need  of 
transportation  for  1985-86.   It  is  possible  this  number  will  de- 
cline in  future  years.   Regardless  of  the  number,  however, 
transportation  services  will  be  needed  for  the  period  in  ques- 
tion.

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1985-86  school  year  shows  a 
decline  of  $11,079.00  on  the  gross  budget  and  $7,817.00  on  the 
net  budget.  Under  each  of  the  separate  categories  the  regular 
education  program  hasdeclined  from  $100,279.00  to  $95,848.00, 
the  special  education  program  has  increased  from  $7,162.00  to 
$7,618.00,  guidance  services  have  declined  from  $971.00  to 
$714.00,  health  services  have  declined  from  $3,875.00  to 
$3,079.00,  library  services  have  declined  from  $1,470.00  to 
$1,032.00,  school  board  services  have  declined  from  $2,860.00 
to  $2,391.00,  S.A.U.  services  have  increased  from  $6,026.00  to 
$6,348.00,  custodial  services  have  declined  from  $12,397.00  to 
$10,554.00,  transportation  services  have  increased  from 
$5,940.00  to$7,800.00,  construction  services  have  declined  from 
$2,600.00  to  $1,800.00,  and  school  lunch  services  have  declined 
from  $4,850.00  to  $.00. 

The  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  does  not  reflect  any  dra- 
matic changes.   It  does,  however,  address  the  need  to  increase 
teacher  salaries,  it  does  begin  to  address  the  need  to  bring 
computer  education  into  the  school  system,  it  does  continue  the 
elimination  of  the  school  lunch  program,  and  it  does  address 
the  need  to  continue  making  improvements  in  the  building.   Other 
than  those  items  specifically  noted,  the  budget  maintains  at 
current  levels  all  school  programs  and  activities. 

THE  FUTURE 

The  future  of  public  education  in  Errol  will  most  probably 
be  affected  by  three  issues:   an  upgrading  of  N.H.  Standards 
for  elementary  schools,  a  study  being  undertaken  by  Milan  to 
look  into  the  economics  of  pulling  back  its  grades  7  &  8, 
and  the  use  of  technology  to  a  much  greater  degree  in  the 
classroom. 

The  process  of  change  with  regard  to  the  elementary  school 
standards  has  already  begun.   I  suspect  that  we  will  see  the 
outcome  of  thatprocess  within  a  year.   If  the  past  is  any  indi- 
cation of  the  future  I  would  expect  that  the  new  standards  will 
represent  an  upgrading  of  what  currently  exists, 
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With  regard  to  the  Milan  Study  I  suspect  Errol  will  be 
approached  at  some  point  in  time  to  determine  its  interest,  if 
any,  in  joining  with  it  for  the  purpose  of  educating  its  chil- 
dren.  In  this  case  we  are  looking  3  -  5years  into  the  future 
at  something  which  may  or  may  never  come  about. 

The  use  of  computers  in  our  classroom  is  here  to  stay. 
This  technology  is  everywhere!   It  now  impacts  on  our  personal 
lives,  operates  our  cars,  and  sends  scientific  probes  into  space. 
Your  children  will  undoubtedly  fall  more  and  more  under  its  in- 
fluence.  As  such  we  have  a  responsibility  to  begin  the  process 
of  exposing  our  children,  of  helping  them  use  this  new  tool,  and 
of  helping  them  be  secure  in  its  use.   Errol  has  initiated  the 
process  this  year  and  expects  to  expand  it  further  next  year. 

SUMMARY 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Errol  Consolidated 
School  faculty,  the  school  board,  and  the  parents  of  our 
children  for  their  willingness  to  give  of  themselves  and  of 
their  time.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  1984 


Your  school  is  maintaining  high  academic  standards  and  is 
meeting  state  requirements .  The  school  received  a  rating  of  IB 
from  the  state,  having  met  thirty-seven  requirements.   If  we 
had  full  time  kindergarten,  we  would  be  able  to  obtain  the 
high  statue  of  1A.   The  Errol  Consolidated  School  was  one  of 
only  16%  of  all  schools  in  the  state  to  be  classified  as  IB. 
The  minimum  standards  include  the  basics:  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic.   Category  IB  is  recognized  as  high  approval 
statue. 

Our  kindergarten  program  was  started  in  January  1984  on 
a  half  day  basis  and  we  are  seeing  positive  results  from  this 
program  with  our  present  first  graders.   Our  K  -  program  in- 
cludes preschool  screening  in  May,  and  this  valuable  pre- 
entering  information  has  provided  individual  readiness  infor- 
mation to  the  teacher. 

In  keeping  with  state  requirements  we  have  an  active  music 
program..  Mrs.  Bean  is  with  us  once  a  week  to  teach  music  and 
she  also  gives  instruction  to  students  learning  to  play  in- 
struments.  In  May  1984  she  took  Elizabeth  Eames  to  the  North 
Country  Music  Festival  in  Littleton.   Our  spring  music  fes- 
tival in  April,  gave  students  an  opportunity  to  perform  selec- 
tions learned  during  the  year.   The  school  participated  in 
"Music  in  the  Schools  Program"  in  March  during  which  many  fine 
musical  artists  performed.   The  students  Christmas  program  in- 
cludes music  under  Mrs.  Bean's  direction. 

We  are  fulfilling  our  state  art  requirements  with  Mrs. 
Carr's  brilliant  instruction.   Mrs.  Carr  has  developed  our 
student's  art  talents  in  several  excellent  projects  and  she 
has  helped  with  special  programs  in  the  painting  and  design- 
ing of  scenery.   She  helped  the  students  to  create  picture 
post  cards  for  an  Errol  School  Association  project.   Mrs.  Carr 
also  brought  a  visitor  from  Japan  and  the  students  learned 
about  Japanese  schools  and  culture  first  hand. 

We  as  staff,  want  every  child  to  achieve  as  much  as  pos- 
sible academically  and  we  encourage  them  to  reach  for  outside 
awards.   We  participate  in  the  National  Spelling  Bee  contest 
each  year,  and  our  '84  winner,  Angela  Hall,  went  to  the 
county  spelling  bee  contest.   Angela  also  placed  second  in  a 
contest  sponsored  by  the  EPA  and  went  to  Nashua  to  receive 
her  award. 
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Creative  writing  is  part  of  our  school  curriculum  and 
receives  recognition  in  the  state  Young  Authors'  Conference. 
We  are  permitted  to  send  one  student  to  the  conference  and  send 
the  books  made  by  our  young  authors.   Heather  Lane  attended  the 
day  long  conference  in  Manchester  and  listened  to  a  well-known 
children's  writer. 

I  have  completed  several  school  curriculum  programs  and 
the  last  text  for  the  current  science  curriculum  will  be  in- 
cluded in  next  year's  budget.   A  core  curriculum  of  reading, 
social  studies,  science,  and  mathematics  will  be  in  place 
starting  in  grade  1  through  grade  8.   I  will  initiate  the  same 
programs  throughout  the  school  in  the  areas  of  spelling,  hand- 
writing, and  phonics  in  the  next  year.   Our  science  curriculum 
includes  a  student  science  fair,  and  this  year's  overall  winner 
was  Kathy  Sanders.   We  had  several  excellent  projects. 

Oral  reports  and  public  speaking  are  not  only  part  of  the 
school  program,  but  required  as  part  of  our  union  account- 
ability tests,  and  all  students  at  grades  4,  8,  and  12  must 
take  these  tests.   An  accountability  committee  was  set  up  as 
a  state  requirement  and  students  are  tested  in  mathematics, 
reading,  social  studies,  and  New  Hampshire  history.   An  oral  re- 
port before  a  peer  group  is  also  required.   The  students  in 
grade  3  give  weekly  oral  reports,  and  the  students  in  grades 
3-5  enter  into  a  public  speaking  contest  with  prizes  for  the 
best  monologues.   Vicki  eastman  was  judged  as  giving  the  best 
speech  this  year;  she  was  also  crowned  queen,  of  our  winter 
carnival.   Bill  Wight  was  the  king.   Our  all  day  winter  carni- 
promotes  competitiveness  and  sportsmanship,  and  the  students 
are  awarded  prizes.   The  Er.rol  School  Association  hosted  a  carn- 
ival dinner  with  entertainment  in  the  evening. 

Our  social  studies  program,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
4-H,  was  highlighted  by  an  I.F.Y.E.  girl  who  spoke  on  Belgium. 
The  state  required  that  grades  4  and  8  be  taught  N.H.  History 
as  part  of  social  studies.  We  were  able  to  use  UNH's  project 
"Seatrak"  which  has  an  excellent  program  on  the  New  Hampshire 
seashore. 

The  ninth  and  tenth  grade  was  discontinued  in  September  '84 
and  the  other  students  needed  a  new  organization  to  fill  the 
spot  of  the  older  students'  Booster  Club.   I  formed  an  elemen- 
tary student  council  with  Miss  Kern  and  Mrs.  Norman  acting  as 
advisers.   This  council  consists  of  students  from  grades  four 
through  eight,  and  it  has  elected  Keigh  Peart  as  its  president. 

The  Errol  School  Association,  a  group  of  citizens  inter- 
ested in  the  schook,  continue  to  promote  student  enrichment 
programs,  and  they  have  funded  several  projects.  The   Association 
also  sponsored  an  AMC  environmental  program,  which  comes  to  the 
school  once  a  month.   Another  project  sponsored  by  the  Associa- 
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tion  was  one  on  papermaking;  here  the  students  made  paper,  some 
of  which  was  later  used  by  grades  3  through  5  to  construct 
books  in  a  creative  writing  project.   The  support  and  aid  of 
this  group  is  appreciated  and  much  needed.

The  Spring  of  1984  began  with  my  becoming  familiar  with 
the  role  of  a  school  nurse.   Mrs.  Donna  Roberts  helped  to  make 
the  transition  a  comfortable  one.   I  was  able  to  participate 
in  the  pre-school  screening,  in  which  information  is  obtained 
to  assist  the  entire  staff  in  helping  each  child  begin  school, 
the  screening  wasagain  done  in  coorperation  with  the  first 
grade  teacher,  special  education  teacher,  health  nurse,  and 
Dr.  Steven  Swenson,  a  member  from  the  North  Country  Education- 
al Services. 

In  the  Fall,  I  was  able  to  attend  the  School  Nurse  Insti- 
tute.  The  three  day  workshop  held  in  Manchester  was  very  bene- 
ficial to  me  in  taking  over  the  role  as  a  new  school  nurse. 

The  Fall  school  screening,  conducted  by  the  nurse  on  all 
grades,  resulted  in  one  referral  for  vision.   Dr.  Parsons, 
who  conducts  physical  on  grades  1,  3,  5,  and  7  made  no  refer- 
rals. 

Routine  "head  checks"  for  lice  were  done  on  the  children 
as  a  precaution,  due  to  outbreaks  in  other  areas.   No  cases 
were  found. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  thank  Donna  Roberts  for  helping  me 
with  unfamiliar  tasks.   She  continues  to  guide  me  when  asked, 
and  I  appreciate  it.

March  15,  1984 


The  polls  opened  at  3:00  p.m  with  Moderator  Robert  Bean 
reading  the  complete  warrant  and  declaring  the  polls  open. 
Voting  continued  until  8:45  p.m.   The  evening  meeting  was 
postponed  from  7:30  p.m.  until  8:30  p.m.  because  of  most  of  the 
men  fighting  a  fire  at  Thurston's  Garage.   At  8:30  Mr.  Bean 
announced  that  the  meeting  would  be  recessed  until  Wednesday, 
March  21,  1984,  at  7:30  p.m.  so  that  the  firemen  could  attend. 
The  checklist  was  frozen,  the  ballot  box  sealed.   Thirty-six 
people  had  balloted  at  this  time.   Balloting  will  continue  at 
the  time  of  the  next  meeting.   Officials  present:  School 
Board;  Robert  Bean,  Sharon  Lane.   Clerk;  Mona  Douglass.   Super- 
visors of  Checklist;  Ella  Eames,  Virginia  Lane.   Ballot 
clerks;  Elizabeth  Leduc,  Cecile  Peabody. 

The  school  meeting  reconvened  on  March  21,  1984,  at  7:30 
p.m.  with  the  warrant  beign  read  by  Robert  Bean,  Moderator. 
Balloting  began  at  this  time  also.   The  same  officials  were 
present  at  this  meeting.

A  motion  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf 
of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  other  funds  for  eduction- 
al  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  by  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  private 
individuals,  corporations,  or  any  federal  or  state  agency  and 
expend  the  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may  designate,  was 
made  by  Ella  Eames,  seconded  by  Phillip  Hawkins.   The  voice 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  9.  A  motion  to  pass  over  the  following  article  was 
made  by  Homer  Beecher,  seconded  by  Vernon  Leduc.  The  voice 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

"To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $33,200.00  to  make  building  and  program  improvements 
in  the  Errol  Consolidated  School  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
Minimum  Standards  and  Recommended  Practices  for  New  Hampshire 
High  Schools  for  the  continuation  of  grades  9  and  10." 

Article  10.   It  was  moved  by  Sharon  Miller,  seconded  by  Phillip 
Hawkins,  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the  Errol  School 
Board  to  assign  all  students  in  grades  9  and  10  at  Errol  to 
any  approved  high  school  of  their  choice.   There  was  much  dis- 
cussion on  the  many  items  on  this  question.   Ella  Eames  re- 
quested that  a  paper  ballot  be  used  for  voting  on  this  motion. 

There  were  76  votes  cast;  necessary  for  choice  was  39.   54  yea; 
21  no.   The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 
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Article  11.   It  was  moved  by  Sharon  Miller,  seconded  by  Law- 
rence Miller  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3.00  per  student  per  day  ($9,720.00)  to  sub- 
sidize the  transportation  of  all  students  in  grades  9  through 
12.   There  was  some  discussion  on  this  article.   A  paper  ballot 
was  requested  by  Bertha  Bean.   There  were  79  ballots  cast; 
necessary  for  choice,  40.   69  no;  10  yes.   The  motion  was 
defeated. 

Article  12.   A  motion  to  pass  over  the  following  article  was 
made  by  Phillip  Hawkins,  seconded  by  Stanley  Hammond.   The 
voice  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

"To  see  what  sum  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate 
to  transport  all  students  in  grades  9  through  12  to  Berlin 
High  School." 

Article  13.   It  was  moved  by  Sharon  Lane,  seconded  by  Karen 
Bembridge  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$150,863.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  school  district  officials  and  agents  and  for  pay- 
ment of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.   There  was 
much  discussion  of  the  cost  of  the  kindergarten.   Also,  on 
how  the  remaining  students  would  be  divided  among  the  teachers. 
The  voice  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  14.   A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Bertha  Bean, 
seconded  by  Virginia  Lane.   The  Moderator  declared  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  9:00  P.M.
